Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Using claim 27 as an example, Drs. Armstrong and Bieker-Brady 
indicated how claims 27 and 48 will be amended so to clarify the method, and therein distinguish over the prior art of 
record. Discussion focused on the aspect of having a first, second, and third set of blood cells. The claims will be 
amended to more clearly identify that the nuclei acid from the first set of blood cells is used as a source of nucleic acids 
for analysis; the second set of blood cells will be the source of the library to which the nucleic acid from the first set is 
hybridized, and that the hybridization patterns observed will be used to compare against that of a third nuclei acid 
sample, which is derived from blood cells of an individual that in known to be positive for the disease (positive control). 
Dr. Bieker-Brady indicated that the inventive aspect resides in the ability to use differentially-spliced RNA isolated from 
blood cells to detect disease that is present in cells other than blood cells. . .
